Mijatovieh, who has been connected 
with the Obrenovich dynasty during 
more than thirty years. 
a time private secretary to King 
Milan, many times Cabinet Minister 
in one of King Alexander's cabinets, 
and has had the honour of represent 
ing them at several Courts, including 
four times at the Court of St. James’.
